f Sgr YEARS ago yesterday the 
Austrian Empire, ruled by the 
Hapsburgs, declared war on: Ser-' 
bia. Behind Austria stood Ger- 
many, ready for the work of death. 
Within ten days, a four year hell 
was let loose on earth. 

It was followed by a six year 
purgatory that still endures. The 
House of Hapsburg has gone. So 
have the House of Hollenzollern and 
the Glucksburgs of Greece. The 
Romanoffs have passed to explore 
the shadows of obscure graves and 
the dust of a dead empire. Europe’s 
map has changed. New little states 
struggle for life in the war wreck- 
age that covers more than 10,000,- 
000 fighting men’s graves. In part 
Europe is a world of phantom cit- 
fes, ghostly villages and the 
wraiths of men and the life of yes- 
terday. 

The eruption that shook ‘the 
world. has ended; but the crust 
forming over the lava beds of hate 
and fear is very thin, and the fires 
underneath cool ‘slowly.

tented than ever. He expects/a gen- 
eral ‘election before the year is. out, 
and is getting ready for it by a 
h-making campaign in which he 
ps the Labor Government th one 
breath and the previous Conservative 
Government in the next.

'to pay the British debt to the United 
States. His exact language was: . 
They undertook to pay a thousand 


milliéns to the United States of Amer~

millions that are due to us in respect 
of practically the same transaction. 

It was’ a most. unutterable. piece of 

folly. 

The former Prime Minister, Mr. 
BALDWIN, could not let this go un- 
answered. He showed, in the ‘first 
place, that both Mr. Asquitm and 
Liorp Groran had approved the debt 
settlement with |America, and that, 
in fact, Mr. Gronas had taken pains 
to endorse and praise it in the Amer- 
ican, press. Moreover, while still him- 
self in office, as head of the Coalition 
-Government, he had arranged to send 
Sir Rossrt Horns to the United States 
to settle the debt, wholly irrespective 
of whether Great Britain got anything 
from her debtors or not. Mr. Liorp 
Grorcz returned to the attack by as- 
serting that what he had in mind.was 
an agreement along the lines of what 
he called * Lord Batrour’s classic dis- 
patch.” This was the note to the 
French Ambassadér in which it was 
stated that the British Government 
could not ‘treat the repayment of 
**the Anglo-American debt as if it 
** were an isolated incident in which 
** only the United States of America 
‘Sand Great Britain had any con- 
** cern.” But there was another pas- 
sage in the Balfour dispatch which 
Mr.’ ..Luorp~ Groros sedulously re- 
frained from quoting.

THE NAVAL TREATY. 
- Like other American naval officers, 
Rear Admiral W: lL. Ropgurs, retired, 
dissents from the British view that the 
elevation: of guns on capital ships 
would be a violation of the Washing- 
ton. limitation. of armaments treaty. 
He does not think it would be worth 
while to “ argue out the matter with 
England,’’ because’ “ she wants our 
navy to be inferior to hers.’’ Never- 
theless, ft will be “ argued out ” prob- 
ably upon.the initiative of our State 
Department. The question will soon 
be up for discussion. Japan has re- 
ceived an official communication from 
Great Britain giving her interpretation 
of the clause prohibiting alterations of 
gun mountings, and every other na- 
tion concerned will doubtless be sound- 
ed. -A dispatch from Tokio says that 
“the attitude of naval officers is that 
“* the raising of the elevation of guns 
“would not be a.violation of the 
** Washington treaty.” Over the 
council table differences of opinion 
between nations are usually troned 
out.

Three days earlier Secretary 
HucuHes announced that the United 
States would be willing to reduce its 
submarine tonnage to 60,000 provided 
France, Japan and Italy agreed not to 
exceed the lesser submarine tonnage 
they had. The French tonnage was 
about 81,500. ) Promptly Great Brit- 
ain,, which tela have been glad to 
discard submarines altogether, accept- 
ed the American proposal... France 
was obdurate. Great Britain then de- 
clared that if submarine tonnage were 
not limited she would accept no limita- 
tion of other auxiliary craft used in 
fighting submarines. 

It would have been to Great Brit- 
ain’s technical advantage, on a con- 
sideration of the strengthef British 
and American units, to agree to limi. 
tation of auxiliaries; for if she was 
much ‘stronger than the United States 
in ight cruisers, she was much weaker 
‘in that formidable type! the ‘destroyer, 
and not quite so strong in submarines.

Destruction of Parks. 
Te the Editor of The New-York Times: 

I have just received a letter complaining 
of conditions In Mount Morris Park. ‘The 
letter is eigned “Felix Veillard’’- but, un- 
fortunately, has no address. I am accord- 
ingly unable to answer it personally, 

The writer sets forth vividly certain con- 
ditions which he clainis exist in’ Mount: Mor- 
ris Park. His statements are ‘in general 
true. 

Some years ago we took up the. question 
of the restoration of this park. We fenced 
in the rocky eminence and planted several 
thousand dollars’. worth of» shrubs. . The 
fences are regularly climbed and, almost all 
the shrubs have been destroyed. We were 
unable to get money to fence in the flat 
lawns on the east and west sides of the 
park. These lawns have been used as play- 
grounds and the grass has been entirely 
destroyed. The result is the clouds of dust 
of which complaint ‘is: made. 

Mount Morris Park ia not the only park 
space in: thig. condition, The south ball 
field in Centfal .Park is being rapidly. 
@estroyed and seen will be a desert waste, 

There are two ways of treating this matter. 
One is to fence the lawns and “seed. them, 
and see that they are properly protected by 
the police. The other is to rémove six 
inches or more of top soil and replace it 
with gravel -and cinders, thus forming « 
surface which is almost dustless. 

If. the south bali field.in- Central Park 
were converted into a@ playground ‘it could 
be concealed by plantations of trees and 
shrubs. Doubtless playground lovers would 
be pleased with this disposal of the matter. 
What about the residents of the neighbor- 
hood? 

To return to Mount Morris Park, I ‘feel 
that the east side should be converted into 
Playgrounds: and tennis sourts,. and that 
the west _ side should be fenced in and 
eeeded. 

Az these matters are of general interest 
I ashoulé be much pleased to hear expres- 
sions of public opinion.
